DRILL DISCIPLINE 


Upland Civilian Defense contrel 
staff yesterday morning assembled 
in weekly council to discuss and 
dissect boners, bottlenecks and 
shortcomings which were develop- 
ed in operation during the Mon- 
day night incident drill. 

But notwithstanding things 
here and there that were a_ bit 
rough, the staff found encourage- 
ment in contemplating the words 
of Capt. J. H, Peterson, executive 
officer of the Observation Air- 
drome who observed the drill. 

IMPRESSED BY DISCIPLINE 

“J am quite impressed with the 
discipline shown throughout your 
drill,” he said, “and after all, dis- 
cipline is the real test of any or- 
ganization to pull through.” 

“Civilian Defense,” the captain 
| pointed out, “is nothing more nor 
less than a civilian army. Every 
citizen in every community should 
he vitally interested in civilian 
defense, and should tell his neigh- 
bors about it. With the spirit you 
have shown you will meet the 
test when it comes.” 

DISCOVER-CORRECT 
MISTAKES 

George Pickett, State civilian 
defense official who observed the 
drill concurred with Captain Pe- 
terson, saying that he felt it had 
been a successful drill. He es- 
pecially observed that incident 
drills are proper training for war- 
, dens, and that they afford oppor- 
tunity for observation of mistakes. 

“The drills,” he said, “bring out 
the bottlenecks so they can be 
corrected. In that way, the organ- 
ization smooths its opertion so as 
to be ready in time of actual 
| raid.” 

ADEQUATE OBSERVATION 

Discussion was continued at yes- 
| terday’s control staff meeting on 
the problem of working out ade- 
quate report forms for the hand- 
ling of incident reports. This ef- 
| fort was directed in line with the 
recommendation of William 
Yount, observer from State Civ-

In tribute to the remarkable achievement of Henry J. 
Kaiser, the following was prepared by John B. Hughes, 
noted commentator: 


She is the magnificent Mother of Steel. Sne 1s named 

im affectionate honor of Bess Kaiser, Mrs. Henry J., and 
saith mighty good reason. Just as Bess Kaiser has mother- 
ed the Kaiser men, this Bess will mother the Kaiser steel 
which will mean so much to western industry. 

Bess Las come into being during one short season of al- 
most magic transformation. Among orchards and vineyards, 
as quietly productive as in the days of the Spanish padres, 
an industry has grown with a speed that the old settlers 
would not believe, even if they saw. Bess, for instance—a 
blast furnace ‘‘blown-in,’’ ready to produce iron pig just 
seven months after evacuation from the exact location of a 
Normally construction of 
These are not 


hog ranch producing pork pig. 
such a furnace would require three years. 
normal times. 


But for war, or peace, Bess will be producing 1200 tons 
of molten pig iron every twenty-four hours, using 2500 tons 
of iron ore, 1000 tons of limestone, 1200 tons of eoke a day 


and 100,000 cubie feet of air per minute. 

Close beside Bess are the hot-blast stoves, which produce 
the 1650 degree blast of heat, reducing the ores to pig. As 
the molten metal is taken away for refinement and use, the 
hot gas rushing from the top of the g viant furnace is caught 
and cleansed, that it becomes purer than the air we 
breathe and is reused in the fuel of the hot blast stoves. By- 
products are salvaged from every process for useful pur- 
poses. Our laboratories make constant war on W aste in this 
production of pig. They’re even working on the squeal. 

To the North, beyond the conveyors that feed her, Bess 
looks at the Coke Ovens producing 960 tons of coke daily 
from Utah coal. These ovens, started in April, were fired-up 
early in November. Another construction miracle. 

To the South, Bess sees the Open Hearth Furnaces which 
will be turning her pig into steel in February, 1943. Con- 
struction on the Open Hearths was started on July first. 

To the West, beside Bess and her rival in colorful glow, 
the Pacific sunset, will rise the gigantie rolling mill, more 
than eleven hundred feet in length. Begun in July, the 
rolling mill will be producing ship plates sometime in March. 

With these major structures, risen since the porkers were 
pushed aside in the warm spring of 1942, have grown power 
plants, shops, administrative offices, railroad 
lines, and huge stockpiles of raw materials, all ready for the 
rush job of producing for Victory. 

Bess is dedicated with pride and determination to the 
Victory in war and the Victory in peace, when the Freedom 
of Production will mean new opportunities for the men and 
women of the West.

Mother Bess Kaiser.
